No. 12-2/93-LI,—^As per rule 28, of POTF Rules the 
monthly PLI premium is to be paid on the first day of the 
month in advance to keep a PLI policy in force, it can 
also be paid during the period of grace which is up to the 
21 st day of the month for which the premium is due, or the 
next busines.s day, if the 21st day falls on Sunday or a postal 
holiday, 

2. In modification of the aforesaid rule the President here¬ 
by directs that the monthly premium or a PLI policy may 
now be paid either on the first day of the month for which 
the premium is due, or during the period of grace which 
shall extend up to the last day of the calendar month for 
which the premium is due, or the day before the last day 
if the last day of the mouth falls on a Sunday or a Postal 
holiday. Accordingly, if premium is to be paid in cash, 
the insured person must pay the amount at the Post Office 
selected by him on or before the last day of the month for 
which the premium is due and obtain Postmaster’s receipt 
in his P. R. Book. 

3. In respect of ‘Pay recovery policies', the premium for a 
particular monlh Lvhall now be deducted from the Insurant’s 
Salary of the same month but not later than the last day 
of the said month except in the case of the month of March 
where the salary is payable on 1st Apr'l. In the case of 
existing pol'cics, where it is found that an extra premium 
has been received as a result of switchover from the ‘advance 
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recovery' to ‘current recovery’, such premium shall be re¬ 
funded at the time of maturity/aettlemeat of claims. 

4. Further, in respect of recovery of premia under ‘Group 
leader Scheme’ introduced vide this Directorate letter No. 
26-44/86-U, dated 26-3-1987, the DDO/Cashicr of an 
organisation/office/institution authorised to recover the 
prem'a from the salary of the insured persons who have 
opted for juch scheme are allowed to deposit in lump sum 
the total amount thus collected on account of such premia, 
cither in cash or through Demand Draft, drawn on any sche¬ 
duled Bank, within a period of 7 days from the last day of 
the month for which such premia had become due and had 
been recovered from the salary of the insurants,

exceeding twelve instalments, in deserving cases under a 
specific order to be issued in writing. In such cases the 
risk of the life assured shall be covered from the day the 
first instalment is deposited provided that subsequent instal¬ 
ments have been paid regularly thereafter as also the nor¬ 
mal monthly premia besides the arrears as become due have 
been deposited regularly as and when due without fail. In 
the event of death of the insurant, who has been depositing 
the instalment of arrears as directed by the D.G, Posts or 
the CPMG besides the normal monthly premia regularly as 
and when due notwithstanding the fact that some arrears 
of premia remain unpaid at the time of death, the claim 
agaiW the said policy shall be accepted subject to the 
deduction of such arrears of premia and interest thereon 
besides loan amount and interest thereon, if any, from the 
claim amount. 

Note—^The revival of a policy under rule 41 shall not be 
allowed on more than two occasions during the entire term 
of the policy which will, however, not Include the relaxations 
given under rules 39(3) & 40(4) for re-instatement. 


4. The above amendments will come into effect immediately. 
However, the PLI insurant who have taken their policies 
before the said date shall have the option to be governed 
by the existing rules in accordance with nota bene appea¬ 
ring at the beginning of the P.O.I.p. Rules corrected upto 
30-9-1985 before definitions, provided they give their op¬ 
tion in writing to such effect at the time of prefering the 
claim or earlier.

In every case where the proposal for a life Assurance, 
Endowment Assurance or Anticipated Endowment Assu¬ 
rance is submi'.Lcd in the prescribed form, the proposer must 
undergo a medcal examination by the prescribed medical 
authority and must be declared fit for such insurance by 
the said authority; 

(a) Piovided ith.it should a proposer, after undergoing medi- 
c.al c.xru.i nation, change his mind us to taking out a policy 
and decide not to piocccd fuither wi,h the proposal or fail 
to pay h s first premium by the due d..te or should an insuied
